J own’d to him (fays 
he) before ever he medaled in this Affair, 
that the Cruelty, Lewdnefs, and Prophanefs of 
that Clergy had rendred them Hateful to the 
Common People, who took the Advantage of 
the inter-Regnum to exprefs their Diflike. And 
what was this Dijlike? See his Nam. 4. 
where tells you, That thefe Common People, 
laid bold of this Opportunity (of the inter- 
Regnim) to bring thofe Men (the Epifcopal 
Clergy) 10 ax Account —And accordingly fum- 
mond them ta leave thir Churches, under Pain 
of being Thruft out.
